Czar to the President. 


Washington, Nov. 19.—Count Cas- 


sini. the Russian ambassador, who *t<u 
just returned to Washington from a 
long absence in Russia, paid his re- 
spects to Secretary Hay. The count 
was charged with many warm utter- 
ances by the emperor of Russia com- 
plimentary to the American people, 
and in addition to telling Secretary 
Hay he will convey in person" a spe- 
cial message to President Roosevelt 
from the emperor, including an ex- 
pression of condolence on account of 
the death of President McKinley.

Great Northern railway near here. 
An extra freight train ran Into a work 
train, and it was among these on 
board the Saner that the terrible 
havoc was wrought. Forty-cae Jap- 
anese laborers were aboard the work 
train, which was proceeding 
ur>.st- 


ward. It expected to meet the freight 
at Cnlbenson. There is a sharp curve 
near where ibe trains met and they 
were running at a speed of 25 miles 
an hour. So great was the force of 
the impact that the freight cars were 
thrown upon top of the work train, 
which was piled high in a mass of 
wreckage. Almost immediately Games 
broke forth and added to the horror 
of the scene. Those uninjured imme- 
diately started to work to rescue those 
imprisoned in the wreck, whose dying 
groans and piteous appeals for help 
spurred on the workers. 


At the time the accident occurred 


the Japanese were at breakfast, and 
before they were aware of the im- 
pending danger the cars were smashed 
into kindling wood and the dead and 
dying men burled beneath the heap of 
wreckage. Of the entire number in 
the car but three escaped death or in- 
jury. After an hour's work all^had 
been accounted for. There were 10 
dead bodies alongside the track and 
several men so badly injured that it 
is probable they will die. It was im- 
possible to check the progress of the 
flames, and soon several of the work 
cars and three freight cars were in 
ashes. Word was sent to Glasgow for 
a relief train and doctors, and as soon 
as they reached the scene the work 
of caring for the injured began. Nine- 
teen of the injured were brought to 
the hospital here and the other nice 
were left at Havre. Of those brought 
here all but three will probably re- 
cover. Those at Havre were not so 
seriously injured. H. Mastoni, fore- 
man of the Japanese, who was one of 
the three who escaped injury, said 
that he had no idea who was to blame 
for the wreck.
